The dog's owner, of course, 
is liable for any damages caused by his 
pet even though he may protest long .and 
loudly that his dog is a family pet and 
utterly incapable of such escapades.

Lewlston dropped officially tb third largest 
city in North Idaho this week and to eighth 
largest in the state. A special census at Moscow 
permitted that city, to bump Lewiston out of 
second place in North Idaho and seventh place 
in the state ra*hking 

Undoubtedly Lewiston could be dropped Into 
ninth place statewide if Caldwell were to seek 
a special census. 

As everyone in this region knows and as some 
know elsewhere In the stale eighth place lewis- 
ton and tenth place Lewiston Orchards are 
really one big city with half its population out- 
side thd city limits. If they were officially com- 
bined the city would rank fourth itt the state — 
behind Boise, Pocatello and Idaho Falls — and 
first in North Idaho. 

But Lewiston is a community over two bar- 
rels. It is a charter city that can't annex without 
permission of those being annexed. And, if it 
gave up the charter, i; would be ranked as a 
second-class city (less than 25,000 population) 
nnd could not annex without the permission of 
those being added to the city.
